Highwaymen Escape After- Securing 
Booty Estimated From Small 
';' Sam to $20,000 ' .- 

Five daring bandits held up "a/ Rock 
Island train near '^Fniitland . .Station?. six 
miles out of ' Muscatine,, at 12:15 .O'clock. 
Tuesday morning and, footed !tbe express 
car, The safe was blown open and money 
and merchandise were taken, and then the 
robbers, after driving the engine a few 
miles farther west, took to the woods and 
vanished. None of the passengers were 
molested, .... . -._--■-- 

The train, kfiown as No, 11, was a 
through passenger, and left, Chicago at 
6:05 o'clock Monday evening. ^Nothing 
eventful happened throughout tbe run 
until after Muscatine r ;wa9' passed and 
Fruitland Station was a few miles distant. 
Near the place known as Whisky Hollow a 
sharp curve in tbe track generally causes a 
slowing down in speed, and the engineer 
in approaching this cut took tbe usual pre- 
cautions. He was astonished,howQver, upon 
rounding the, curve to "see 'area" lantern 
being waved "in the distance. As it wns 
possible that some obstruction had fallen 
on the roadbed, the engineer, put on the 
brakes, and slowly the huge locomotive 
came to a atop. 

The wheels had scarcely ceased revolving 
when a fusillade of shots roused the noc- 
turnal. Two burly'rnen with faces masked 
jumped onto the engine and three others 
onto the express and baggage car. Im- 
perative commands were *givea hurriedly 
in fierce tones. These were to cut of the 
express car from the train. As disobedi- 
ence apparently" meant death; tbe. orders 
were quickly put into execution. The ex- 
press messenger was compelled to open the 
car door, and he, the eneineer and fireman 
were marched back to the passenger coaches 
and told not to move on peril of their lives. 

Leaving two men on guard with drawn 
revolvers, the other robbers invaded the 
express car and began operations by blow- 
ing open tbe safe, with dynamite. What 
-was4boBghtHo;Uje^valuable-wa84 speedily 
nppropflSleTS;" arid some loose,; articles*!^ 
the vehicle also were taken; This done, 
tbe bandits, mounted the engine, putted 
tbe throttle and sped away in tbe dark- 
ness. Tbe engine was run west to within 
two miles of Columbus Junction and there 
abandoned, the robbers taking to a country 
that is marshy and covered with scrub 
timber. 

The robbery was- committed at a place 
where the Chicago car barn bandits'. per' 
petrated a similar crime two '• years ago, 
and the way in which the robbers handled 
the engine Monday night leaves little 
doubt that they are experienced railway 
men. Only a few nights ago the train 
that was robbed was wrecked atriskilwa, 
III., two passengers being killed and nine- 
teen others injured. 

Early Tuesday morning special trains 
were rushed to the scene, and; mounted 
men, with bloodhounds, began searching 
the country In all directions. . At lost re- 
ports two of the hounds, were said to have 
struck the trail and were nosing their way 
in the direction of the delta of the Misais- 
sippe River. Tbe whole region has been 
warned to boon tbe -lookout, for the rob- 
bers, and their speedy capture is expected. 

Reports at to tbe booty procured by, the 
bandits vary considerably . D Lvisioa Super-* 
intendent Quick says there < was .little 
money iu the Bafe, -while a rumor at Mus- 
catine has it that the lost. will be between 
$10,000 and 820,000. This the express 
officials emphatically- deny.

Congressman Foss makes a Bousing' 
Speech Before the Convention 
at Liberty ville 

The Convention was called to order at 2 
p. m. by Chairman Chailea Whitney, and 
the call was read by Secretary John S. 
Morrow. George B, Stephens was made 
temporary chairman and W, F. Weiss 
temporary secretary. The following news- 
paper representatives were made assistant 
secretaries: R. R. Dunn, W. J, Smith, 
F. 51. West, and Morrison. 

The temporary organization was then 
made permanent, and the delegates were 
seated without a contest, Ab soon as this 
waa'affecVed, EtamL. Clark placed L. O. 
Brockway In nomination, for Circuit Clerk, 
and it was moved that the secretary cast a 
ballot for the convention for Mr, Brockway. 
This motion was carried unanimously. 

F, H, Just, of Liberty ville, placed in 
nomination for 'Coroner Dr. J. L. Taylor, 
arid he, too, was the unanimous choice of 
the county convention. 

The decks were cleared for action on tbe 
nomination for States Attorney. F, H. 
Just, of Libertyville, moved that the first 
ballot be an informal one, which carried, 
Then as the first move in the game P. L. 
Persons released bis delegates; at this W. 
F. Weiss, acting for Arthur Bulkley, re- 
leased tbe Libertyville twelve also, and the 
informal ballot was taken, It stood: 

Hauna received 08 votes; Butkley 12; 
Heydecker 85. 

On motion of Clarence E. Smith a formal 
ballot was then taken, and the vote re- 
mained the same with tbe exception of 
Libertyville, which split its twelve, ten for 
Hanna, two far Heydecker. Thus the first 
formal ballot stood: 

Hanna— 10C; Heydecker— 87. 

Hanna was the republican nominee for 
State's Attorney, 

Immediately upon this, E. J . Heydecker 
moved that Mr. Hauna be made the 
unanimous choice of the convention. 

Then King, of Lake Forest, nominated 
James Anderson, Jr. for County Surveyor, 
and he, too, was made a unanimous choice. 

"W. C. Upton then moved to adjourn. 

Earlier in .the meeting Congressman 
George Edmund Foss was called upon^for 
an address. 

Sir, Foss responded as only he can, ex- 
pressing satisfaction at the names ' on the 
ticket. He then expressed his appreciation 
of tbe support that Lake County had given 
him, and said that he would do all that be 
could for her in return. Then he touched 
briefly upon state and national issues, 
making an eloquent, inspiring speech that 
aroused much enthusiasm.

Expenses 
of maiutainanca and operation will be so 
small, it is asserted, that the company can 
afford to carry freight at less than the 
price now charged by any common carrier. 



Fred Strube Admits He Murdered 
.' Alice Henninger 

At Havana, 111., on Monday the throngs 
who gathered expecting to; hear what' 
promised to be one of tbe most sensational ' 
murder trials in the history of . Illinois 
were disappointed. 

Fred Strube entered a plea of guilty in 
the circuit court shortly after 2^0'clock to; -1 
the murder of Alice Henninger or Mason - 
City and was sentenced to life imprison- - 
ment, . 

No one, aside from the attorneys, the 
defendant and his father, and tbe relatives • 
of the dead girl t knew of the arrangements '■ 
prior to the hour of convening court, arid . 
in consequence tbe plea of guilty came, as 
a great surpriae.' * , 

Accompanied by a deputy sheriff on . 
either side, Strube followed his father into 
the court room. He was compelled to run/ 
the gauntlet of hundreds of curious, eyes, 
the crowd being composed of his former 
neighbors and friends. He walked with" 
bowed head and did not raise his , eyes at 
any time until the court passed sentence 
upon him. 

Stmbe's crime ; was one of the most-'-' 
ebackim? in the annuls of crime in Illinois.' 

On Saturday night Nov. 34, 1903/ a. btk 
social was given ' at^'tbe DlfFenbacher 
school near the Strube and . Henniger 
houses. Strube had planned to buy at 
auction the box brought by Miss Henniger 
paying ths highest price of the evening 
After securing the box he asked' to escort Sj 
Miss Henniger home, but , she refused; 
Soon after Miss Henniger left for home 
with her sister. Strube secured his horse 
aud overtook them. Persuading both to 
ride be took the youngest girl home and 
before tbe older one could get out he bur- 
rid !y drove away with her.. Thnt woe the 
Inst time she was seen alive, 

On the following Monday a .searching . '■ 
party found the dead girls body burried in 
a thicket on Strube *s fathers form, '* r .Y ' 

.Strube was missing, and for days led tbe 
officers a chase across country that finally 
ended with his arreBt at.Macon,' Mo,, after 
a large reward had been offered .for- his 
capture. He confessed that he killed- 
Alice Henniger , with - a buggy wrench 
while in a jealous fit because- .she refused 
to marry him;

Okii, on the left, assaulted upaln and 
again — on one occasion thrice during 
twenty-four -hours. lie lost regiments 
at n time, yet he kept on. 

In the opinion of the Chicago Trib- 
une, If the, Japs bad tried tq take Lino- 
ynng ' exclusively by direct assault 
tliey would have failed. But the Hank- 
ing movement of Kurokf, whn tbrsut- 
ened to get behind the ltusslnns, com- 
pelled them to evacuate the town. Tho 
critics who hnvc eyes only for Oku'a 
army, and see it battered and bruised 
in its direct assaults, must not forgot 
that Kurold could not nttempt his 
flanking movement from the east un- 
less Oku should press the south in 
BUfilclcnt numbers to keep a Inrge 
number of Russians employed there, 
and so prevent them from being sent 
to Interfere with Kuroki's flank mnrelj. 
Hut the Japanese did not surround 
and capture tho Itussinn army. That 
is a tiling not often done. 

Kiiroki, mnrcblng from his bridges 

across the Tattze, had twice ns far to 

go to reach the railroad nbovo Llao- 

niig as Kouropatldn, who was lu 
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deliberately resolved to avoid the cle- 
ment of risk In the campaign alto- 
gether. They have trented the war 
thus fur ns n mechanical problem, to 
bo worked out by nml hem titles. They 
have never made a single move till 
they were perfectly sure that they 
could win tlie trick, 

Again nnd again the Itussinns have 
been panic-stricken for fear of a pur- 
suit that would overwhelm them, but 
the Japanese have never risked a bIu- 
gle company In such a pursuit. They 
have waited nt every step until they 
havehnd nil the men, nil tlie ammuni- 
tion, nil tlie food, nil the good roads to 
the rear, and all the Intrcnchmcnts 
they needed. Then they have moved 
forward and won another victory. 
Llnoyiing seems to exemplify on a 
larger scule Just what they lmyo done 
before, and ir they wait a month or 
two mouths, or even longer, before 
they make their next move It need be 
no surprise. AVhotiicr they have been 
too cautious, too unwilling to trust to 
fortune in this respect, the outcome of 
tho war will show.

The total area, of 
ground in Japnn thus- devoted to ibu 
silk-worhi tree, wbleb otherwise would 
bo taken up with fences, amounts to 
nbout 100,000 acres. This 1ms no ref- 
erence . to : the mulberry farms and 
groves, the" area for which is over 
three' times as much. The fact that a 
Japanese farmer is forced to figure on 
the amount of ground a fence-post 
would occupy, and the Interesting fact 
that the government, in Its statistical 
enumerations, line bnd the arena cov- 
ered by Individual mulberry trees on 
furm boundaries carefully computed, 
deujonstratcs the great value of arable 
land. — Hooklovers* Mngnzlnc.

As t-oti- 
clutdvely shown by the hultetlnu of the 
bureau of hi bur, the purchasing power of 
ihe average wiipe received by the wiige- 
worker has grown faster than the cost o^f 
living, and this In spite of the continual 
shortening of working hours. The aecu-) 
mulutcd. hiivIiirs of the workingnieu of Hie 
country, as shown by the deposits lu the 
siivlngs hanks. Have increased by leu (is nud 
hounds. At no lime lu the history of this 
or any other country-has there been an eru 
so productive oi material 'benefit nllke to 
world iigmnu and employer us duriug the 
seven years Hint lmve Just pussetl. 
Prosperity of Kami ere,. 
The farmer hits heuclUcd quite as much 
ns the mniiufncliirer, the merchant uud the 
wiikc worker, Tho most welcome nud Im- 
uresstyu fnct established by the last census 
is the wide and even distribution of wealth 
among nil classes of our countrymen. The 
Chief agencies In producing this distribu- 
tion are shown by thu census to be the de- 
velopment of manufactures uud the uppll- 
eiuluu uf new Itivi'iitlnus to universal lire. 
The result lias been nn Increasing luterile- 
pcudt'nro of agriculture and mnuitfiieliifes, 
Agriculture Is now, as It always has been, 
the basis uf civilization. Tne (I.ikjo.ikhi 
farms of the United titntos, odituihI by 
men who, as n class, are stent) fust, single- 
minded and Industrious, form the hnsls of 
nil the other achievements of the Amerl- 
enn people nnd nre more fruitful Hum nil 
their other resources. The men ou those 
U, 00(1, MX) forms receive from ihe protective 
tnrlff what they most need, and thut Is the 
heat of all possible mnrketn. All other 
classes depend upon the farmer, hut the 
farmer lu turn depends upon the market 
they tu rut nil him for his produce. 

Conditions change and the laws must be 
mod Med from' time to time to lit new exi- 
gencies. Hut the genuine underlying prin- 
ciple of protection, as It has been embodied 
In nil out one of the American tnrlff laws 
for the Inat forty years, lias worked out 
results so beneficent, so evenly and widely 
spread, no ndvaiitagcOiiA nllke to farmers 
and capitalists -und wurklupuen, to com- 
merce and trade of every kind, that the 
American people, If they show tlielr usual 
practical business sense, will Insist that 
when these laws are modified they slmll be 
modified with the utmost: enre nnd conser- 
vatism, nnd by the friends und nut the 
enemies of the protective system. Tliey 
rannot afford to trust 'the modification to 
those who treat protection nud robbery 
ns synonym ous terms. 

. Nulla Deficit Fulfncy. 

Our opponents contend that the Govern- 
ment Is now ad ministered extra Vngnntlv 
and that wheress there was "u surplus o'f 
fflO.000,000 In 11100" there l B "n deficit «f 
more than 540,000,000" In the year that 
has Just closed, 

This deficit la Imaginary and Is obtained 
by Including , In the ordinary current ex- 
peases the' sum of $00,000,000 which hub 
paid for the r![;ht of way of the I'auatua 
L'anal out of the accumulated surplus In the 
treasury. Comparing the current or ordin- 
ary expenditures for the two years, there 
was a surplus of nearly '80.000,000 for Ihu 
year 1000 and of only a little more than 
$8,000,000 for tho year thnt tins just closed. 
Hut tills diminution or the nniuiul surplus 
was brought nbout designed! v bv the nluilf- 
tloa of the war taxes In the Interval be- 
tween the two dates. The acts of March It, 
1IW1, nud April 13, 1002, cut down the In- 
ternal revenue taxes to an amount esti- 
mated at flOTS.000,000 a year. Ju other 
words, the reduction of taxation has been 
rolisldenibly greater than the reduction lu 
the annual surplus. Since the dose of the 
war with Spain there has been no substan- 
tial change In, the mte of annual expendi- 
tures. As compared with the flsrnl Tear 
emlfiig In June, IWi, for example, the tisenl 
year that has Just closed showed n relative- 
ly small liivrcfisa in expenditure (excluding 
the canal payment already referred lo), 
while the year previous showed a relatively 
small decrease, ■ 

The expenditures of the nation have been 
nsn na ceil In a spirit of ecouoiuv ns fur re- 
moved from waste as Tram nlgimrdllncMi, 
and In the future every effort will be con- 
tinued to secure nn economy as strict ns Is 
consistent with edlrlenoy. Once more our 
opponents have promised whnt they cannot 
or should not perform. 

Question of the Philippines, 

Our opponents promise , Independence to 
the Philippine Islands. Here ngnlu we are 
confronted by the fuct that their Irrecon- 
cilable differences of opinion among them- 
selves, their proved Inability to create a 
constructive policy when In power nnd 
their readiness, for the sake of momentary 
political expediency, to abandon the pilu-

Burdlty, for wc have n either right nor mwct 
to bind mir sowessors when It Is Imposs). 
hie to foretell the ctuitlltloiiB which mny 
confront them, whlla If there Is nnv prin- 
ciple involved lln tho mutter It Is Just ns 
wrong to dotty Independence for a rew 
years ns to deny It for an Indefinite period. 

But In Inter and equally olllclnl utter- 
ances by onr opponents the term nelf-gov- 
eminent wan substituted for Independence, 
tho words used being so choscu Hint hi 
their nnttirM construction they described 
precisely the policy now being carried mi, 
The language of the platform Indicated n 
radical change of policy; the latter utter- 
ances Indicated n continuance of the pres- 
ent policy, nut this caused trouble in their 
own ranks; nnd In n still later, although 
less formal, utterance, the self-government 



promise was .recanted, nnd Independence- 
nt some future time, was prouihmd In Its 
plnee. - - 

They have orrupleil three entirely differ- 
ent positions within fifty days. Which Is 
the promise tliey ic-nll.v Intend to keep? 
Tliey do not know tlielr own minds, and no 
one can tell how long 1 hey. would keep of 
Hie smile mind should they bv any ehatien 
come to a working acre -lit among them- 
selves. If such nmldgnlly iiffuctcil'oiily.tbc 
Am erics u people It would not so greatly 
miilter. for Ihe Auierfeuu people r-jtu 'take. 
cute of themselves, Hut thu FIU\iluo« are 
In no such condition. 

It may well be thut our opponents have 
no reul lutein lint of puitlug their pi outtse 
Into effect. If this Is the case; If. In other 
woi-ds, tliey' are Insincere lit the prnmlso 
Miey make, It Is only necessary to say again 
that It Is unwise to trust men who nre 
false In one IIiIiik to deal with iiuythlng. 
If, on Hie other bund, our opponents csme 
Into power nnd nl tempted to carry out their 
uroojlsrs to the Filipinos by iilvliig them 
Independence nud - withdrawing Amerlenn 
control froui the Islands the result would 
he a frightful coluiiilty to the Filipinos 
themselves, nnd In Its largest aspect would 
n mount to mi Internal loiuil crime. Anarchy, 
would follow,. nnd the uiosl vlalent anarchic 
forces would he directed partly situ I nst the 
civil government, partly ngnlnst all forms 
of religious und edneutmmil clvlllziiilou, 

Of course, the practical dlflleulty In 
adopting any suelt course of nctlou—sitch a 
"pulley of scuttle." ss President MeKluley 
called It — would be found well ulgli I nsn per- 
Bide. If tt Is morally Indefensible to hold 
the orchlpelaico ns u whole under our tute- 
lage I u the Interest of lis own people, tieu 
It Is morally Indefensible to hold tiny purt 
uf It. lu such ease whnt right have we to 
keep a eon line station? What right lo keep 
control over the Mora peoples? Wlnit rlimt 
to protect the Iiiorrotes froiu their oppress- 
ors? What ripiit fo protect the luiv-uhldlng 
friends of America lu the islands from 
I res ehery, rubbery nud murder? 

Yet. In ohtulii the Isluuds completely, 
without even retaining n coaling station. 
would in i 'u n to ubiiiidou the. position In lbs 
couipctllloii for the trade of the Orient 
whleli we lmve ueiiutred during the lust six 
years, and whnt Is far more Importuiit, It 
would menu Irreparable diunuge tu those 
who huve become thu wards of tho ouilmi; 

To abandon nil control over the Moros 
would it mount to releasing these Mnros to 
prey upon the Christian Filipinos, t'JvllIxid 
or seml-elvlltxvd, us well tis upon the com- 
merce of other people*. To abandon the 
Muro country, ns our opponents propose In 
their platform, wuuld be precisely us If 
twenty-llvo years ago we liud withdrawn 
the army nud the civil agents fioul within 
and mid around the ludltiu reservations In 
the West, at a time when the Sioux mid 
l lit! Apuche were still the terror or our set- 
tlers. It would' be u criminal absurdity. 




uud yet our opponents have pledged them 
selves thereto. If successful lu lh«. coming 
election they would either have to break 
fnlth or else to do nil act which would 
leave nil Indelible stulu upon our mitloiiul 
reputation fur courage uud for uoud sense. 

Policy One of Progress. 

The great issues which nre at stake nnd 
upon which I have touched ore mure than 
mere partisan issues, for they Involve much 
thnt comes Home to the Individual pride 
and individual well-being of our people. 
Under conditions us they net u idly are good 
Americans should refuse for the suke of 
the welfare of tho nation, to change the 
uniloiuil polley. We who are responsible

AVu do iiotstnml still. We press steadily 
fonvurd toward the Kent of moral and mu- 
terlul well- helm; for our own people, of Just 
nnd fenricsa dealing toward nil oilier peo- 
ples, In the Interest not merely uf this 
country hut of in unit Intl. There U not a 
policy, foreign or domesllc, which we nre 
now carrying out which It would not he 
dangerous to reverse or nlianilon. If our 
oi'poneut.s should come lu nnd should not 
reverse our policies then they would lie 
branded with Ihe brand of broken rrtlth. of 
luhe promise, uf Insincerity lu word ami 
deed, and uu uiiiu can work to the advtti;- 
Ingi; of the mi tlon with Mich n brand cllng- 
lug to bliu. If, mi ttn< other hand, il.c 
should come In ami reverse any or nl. of 
onr policies by Just so much would Ihe na- 
tion as ii whole be ilumuged. Alike us law- 
makers and us ml iiiln 1st tutors of the law 
we have endeavored to do our duty lu the 
Interest uf the people us it whole, Wo 
make our appeal to no class and to no sec- 
tion, but to nil good cl II reus, lu whatever 
part of the land they dwell nnd whatever 
may Lc their occupation or worldly condi- 
tion, Wc have striven both for civic right- 
eousness and for not Ion at ft realties*, nnd we 
hnve faith to believe thnt our hands will 
be upheld by all who fed love of country 
and trust lu the uplifting of mankind. We 
Htniul for enforcement of, the law and for 
obedience to the law; out government Is n 
government of orderly liberty ewuilly ntteti 
to tyranny and to uimrcliy, and' Its founda- 
tion stone Is the observance of Hie luw 
alike by the people and by the public scr- 
nints.

Re- 
peated cultivation of about three- - 
Inches In depth considerably diminish- 
es surfnce evaporation from the soil 
and thus more water becomes avail- 
able for the crop. The cultivation of 
the corn crop 1b not only to destroy 
tuideftlrnbW vegetation, hut to controL 
tlie wntcr content nnd temperature a» 
well. Iu Molls after rnlu, water i* 
h rough t. up to the surface stratum, 
from the deep layers, nud to retain 
that moisture there the laud-must bo 
cultlvnted so as to form a mulch. 
When the ground Is undisturbed ufter 
n ruin the wnter Is evaporated from 
the salt and the growth of' the plant 
In checked, whereas if cultivated tis 
soon ns dry after rnlns the moisture , 
Is retained. The more the corn crop 
Is cultivated, nttn or no rain, the - 
heavier tho yield nntl better the crop. 



Estimates carefully made show that 
cattle und horses practically consume 
about the same quantity of feed. Slieep 
ent nearly as much lu proportion to 
weight anil bogs wit proportionately 
more tltnn nny other farm unlmiil.

Nor Is there a 
supply— world's supply — large enough 
to make buyers or lnanufnctnrers un- 
easy. In fact, there nre surfuc? hull- 
cutlouB thnt the supply Is not up to> 
normal, aud that If the purchasing 
power of this world's tnnsses were 
even a Utile greater there would be n 
seiiHatlniial scarcity of wool. Mutton 
sheep tire nlso In good demand, and 
of all incuts thnt of the sheep Is bring- 
ing the best prices, which Is the most 
remunerative, since experienced shep- 
herds sny thnt a pound of mutton can 
lie - produced for ns llttlo If not less 
money than a pound of pork or beef. 
There must he ftome general and nn- 
nci-ountnble an II pa thy between sheep 
a nil farmer, for If not surely our flocks 
would Increase rapidly.

Upper Baker street has "got a my^ 
tery, A discovery has been made: In 
the .ruins of the iioiiBo.of the famous 
BarniiSlddons, which It la thought may 
lead to the 'dlselbmiro of a subter- 
ranean passage from a remote cellar 
of the great actress' -house to dcati- 
nation unknown. 

In tbo course of Uie demolition of 
the building;- in connection with the 
Baker Street & Waterloo Railway op-, 
emtlous, an iron trap door waa found 
In the basement. A few blows of a 
Pledge hammer smashed It, revealing, 
a pit about three by two. feet, resem- 
bling the manhole to a sewer. 

The pit Is brlck-llned, and Iron hand- 
holds nre llxed In the wallB. The depth 
Is probably twelve to" fourteen feet, 
but no one baa as yet ventured down.. 
Investigations are to bo resumed In 
about a week. 

Tho startling part of the discovery Is 
thnt Baker street hus always sedulous- 
ly nursed a tradition that there exists 
a subterranean passage from Mrs. Sid- 
dons' house to one of the bouses oppo- 
site, The story runs that Georgo V., 
while Prince Regent, used to pay sur- 
reptitious visits . to tbe myaterioua 
"house opposite" by means of an un- 
derground tunnel. 

' It must bo borne In mind, however, 
that when Sirs. Sid dons took the lease 
of the house In Upper Baker Btreet 
she wns 02, nnd the prince regent 
wns r>ri. 

Incidentally, It Is curious to recnll

WHE^T CROP HIT HARD. 

Government Report 'Shows n XjOss ol*. 

afUJ.OOO.OOQ DuHhc.g Blncc Jutyl. 

The wheat "crop this year is 115,000,'- 
000 bushcld less than that of last' year, 
and from- 115,000,000 to 150,000,000 
bushels less tluin estimated two months 
nj/o. The government crop report Hitys 
that spring wheat has fallen away to die 
itxteut of 0.1,000,000 IuhIi els since the re- 
port made on Aug. 1. The winter wheat 
crop is unchanged, 'hut the loss here oc- 
curred previously. 'Two mouths ago there 
were various estimates on- the total 
wheat crop — spring ami winter— and the 
government ligures of 03 8,000,000 bush- 
els, exactly the same as Inst year's crop, 
were lower than thnt of tbe grniu. trade, 
which said 075,000,000.. Splitting the 
difference, one rnnysny that the shrink- 
age In two months may have reached 
100,000,000 bushel*. 

But, using the government's figures as 
n bnsls, the falling off in the Inst two 
months has been nt leant 115,000,000 
bushels. Approximately 30,000,000 hush- 
els of this loss was to the winter wheat 
crop, which suffered from Hood* during 
harvest time In Kansas and Nebraska. 
The renin Inder of the Ions of 85,000,000 
bushels wns doubtless due to hluck rust 
and to blight in the spring wheat States 
of tlie Northwest. 

The report Is sensational in that It 
puts the United States directly in the 
balance as between nu exporting and an 
importing nation. If the per capita con- 
sumption hi this country were ns great 
nit in France thern would be n» doubt 
that tills nation had passed definitely for 
the year out of the exporting column. 
The latest estimates on this store, how- 
ever, put the average in the United 
States at 5.25 bushels: On n population 
of 85,000,000 our bread nlonc would iise 
up wheats to the amount of 440,250,000 
bushels, and the seed requirements nre 
e stin i it ted nt 75,000,000 bushels more. 
These items aggregate 520,250,000 bush- 
els, leaving nothing at all fnr wn rehouse 
nnd mill reserves or to carry over until 
next crop. 

Taking wheat and corn (is the staple 
grain for comparative purposes', the fol- 
Inwlng figures in the Inst fourteen years

lfearuluru mill Btute Troop« Drill on 
I Historic Jltittlcflclda 

On n strip of Innd eight miles wide 
nnd twelve miles long, In Prince William 
County, West ^Virginia, watered by the, 
streams of ltull and - Broad Ittia, the 
lnigost body ot troops ever brought to- 
gether In tbo United States in time of 
penco recently assembled.. The soldiers 
or the regular nnnyi ami of tho State 
militia- Were brought together for drill In 
army maneuvering and to acquire nu ex- 
perience which cannot be gained with n 
small numbr,? of troops. On this Iiistorfe 
battle field of linll Itun the soldiers were 
divided into two large armies and blood- 
less war was waged. Gen'. Grant and 
Gen, BpII were the commanding ollleers 
and twenty-sis thousand irtuu took part 
In the drills. They were about one- 
fourth regular and three-fourths militia, 
and they represented abodt one-quarter 
or the State and national forces Included 
iu the aeueonst territory from Mnino to 
Texas, or the Atlantic division ns it is 
ofllclally designated, Gen. II. C. Cor- 
biu was in supreme" command. 

It Is expected thnt tlio recent maneu- 
vers will be especially beneficial to otll- 
cei'B. Mnny of them are skilled in the 
manipulation' of small bodies of men, anil 
have a good theoretical knowledge of 
how a campaign on u larger scale shouhl 
be waged. The necessity of supplement- 
ing theory with practice has long been 
recoguixed hi the War Department and 
the recent drills arc the outgrowth. 

In order to obtain tbe use of the 
ground where these maneuvers took 
place tho government leased the laud of 
the fanners owning it and agreed to pay 
20 cents an acre for all laud used for 
maneuvering purposes, and 15 cents ex- 
tra per ncre for nil Innd used for en inn- 
ing purposes. The government further 
bound itself to pay for nil damages to 
crops, fences 'and buildings.
